These  were  the  Prizes  offered  in  the  first-ever  St. 
Michael's  College  School  Alumni  Association  Lottery, 
conducted  in  April  of  1972.  Plans  are  now  under  way 
for  the  Second  Lottery  to  be  held  this  coming  Spring. 
Once  again  your  Alumni  Association  is  looking 
forward  to  working  with  the  Staff  and  Students  of 
the  School  in  this  Fund  Raising  Activity. 

Last  year's  highly  successful  initial  venture  into 
this  field  reached  its  objective  and  netted  the  School 
some  $30,000.00.  The  success  of  the  Lottery  enabled 
the  School  to  hold  its  Tuition  Fees  at  $325.00  for  the 
fourth  consecutive  year.  This  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  actual  annual  cost  to  the  School  of  educating 
each  student  is  now  in  excess  of  $900.00. 

It  is  the  School's  aim  to  keep  the  fees  within  the 
reach  of  the  average  parent  seeking  a  Catholic  educa- 
tion at  the  Secondary  level  for  their  sons.  This  highly 


desirable  objective  can  only  be  achieved  if  sources  of 
income  other  than  tuition  fees  can  be  tapped.  It  was 
with  this  in  mind  that  Alumni  Members  Bernie  Smith, 
Frank  Moreau,  Frank  Thickett,  Bob  Carrie  and  John 
Walsh  suggested  a  Lottery  as  a  means  of  raising  money 
for  the  School.  April  1972  was  a  hectic  month  around 
St.  Mike's,  but  as  indicated,  the  Lottery  was  a  huge 
success. 

While  detailed  plans  for  the  1973  Lottery  have  not 
yet  been  finalized,  April  has  once  again  been  chosen 
as  Lottery  Month  as  S.M.C.  It  is  the  very  real  hope  of 
your  Executive  that  when  the  Students  start  their 
sales  campaign  that  all  members  of  this  Association 
will  support  them  through  the  purchase  of  Lottery 
tickets  .  .  .  And  just  maybe  win  yourself  a  Stereo 
Set  ...  or  a  Colour  T.V.  ...  or  a  Datsun  ...  or  a 
1973  Oldsmobile  '98.
